CREPT OVER ATLANTIC 
WITH LIGHTS COVERED 


London, Aug. 4.—Great Britain to-day sent a practical ultimatum to Germany de- 
manding a satisfactory reply by midnight to-night on the subject of Belgian neu¬ 
trality. 

A second ultimatum sent by Germany to Belgium declared that Germany was 
prepared to carry through by force of arms if necessary any measures she considers 
essential. 

Germany’s second ultimatum was delivered by the German minister in Brussels 
late last night as the reply of Germany to the refusal of Belgium to accede to Ger¬ 
many’s first ultimatum. 

French Naval Station is Bombarded. 

The German cruiser Breslau bombarded the French naval station of Bona, Al¬ 
geria, at 4 o’clock this morning, afterward steaming off at full speed in a westerly di¬ 
rection, according to a dispatch at the French embassy here. 

British Mobilization Ordered To-day. 

A proclamation by King George commanding the mobilization of the British army 
was read to-day from the steps of the Royal exchange. A huge crowd cheered and 
sang the British National Anthem. 

The House of Commons to-day voted $525,000,000 for emergency purposes and 
passed several bills in five minutes without a dissenting voice. 

Reported Germany Declared War Against Belgium. . 

Brussels, Aug. 4.—Rumors were in circulation to-day that Germany had actually 
declared war on Belgium. German troops crossed the frontier at Gemmenieh, near 
the junction of the Dutch, Belgian4ui^J4ermah fronUers. A specied train carrying all 
the securitiea of the national bank of BeI|^umleri,TR«Afcr Antwerp during the night.

Paris. Aug. 4. 


•The French govern¬ 
ment intends to Introduce Into parlia¬ 
ment to-day several bills to meet the 
expenses of the war and to regulate 
business. One of the measures will 
authorise the Bank of Franco to In¬ 
crease Its note Issue to 82,400,000,000. 
On July SO, the notes In circulation 
amounted to about 11.340,000,000. This 
measure U to exempt the Bank of 
France from paying out coin In ex¬ 
change for Its notes—In other words, 
as the seml-ofHcial summary of the 
bill says, "to authorise the Institution 
of forced currency." 

A second measure to be Introduced 
will extend the moratorium to other 
debts. Including house rent. 

Before diplomatic relations between 
France and Germany were formally 
severed last night, Paron von Bchoen, 
the German ambassador, In an olhclal 
letter to the French government, de¬ 
clared French aviators hai flown over 
German and Belgian tcrrttfyry and that 
In the presence of these premeditated 
acts of aggression by the French, the

as In a state of war wlwt 

Premier Vivian!, In reply, protested 
against the allegations regarding the^ 
t'rcnch aviators and reminded the Ger¬ 
man ambassador that I'Yance had pre¬ 
sented a note on Saturday last. In 
reference to the violation of French 
territory- In the reply to the ambas¬ 
sador's declaration that a state of war 
existed. Premier Vlvlanl asked the 
German government to hand the 
French ambassador In Berlin his pass¬ 
ports. 

The scarcity of provisions In Paris! 
I has increased the seriousness of the sit- i 
I uatlon. Henry W. Dledrlch, the Amer¬ 
ican consul-general In Paris sent a 
cablegram to Washington asking the 
state department to send a relief ship 
to relieve the distress of Americans. 

The United States embassy has Is¬ 
sued about 1,000 certificates of Ameri¬ 
can nationality and the consulate-gen¬ 
eral handed out as many more. Alt 
day at the emiyasay the crowd never 
numbered less than 1,800 until dark. 

The French authorities will recognize 
a simple certificate signed and sealed 
by the American embassy or the con¬ 
sulate-general and saying that the 
bearer is an American. Bearers of such 
certificates may either remain In 
France or leave without hindrance 
from the military authorities. The 
French liner Chicago Is to sail from 
Havre Saturday next.

DIPLOMACY ENDED 
AT PARIS; GERMAN 
AMBASSADOR GONE 


HELP GREAT BRITAIN 
LAURIER’S STATEMENT 


London, Aug. 4.—Diplomatic relations 
were severed last night between Ger¬ 
many and France, and the German 
ambassador in leaving Paris Informed 
tho French premier that Germany re¬ 
garded herself as in a stale of war with 
France.

"It appears that up to the 
present time England Is not yet 
engaged In war. We hope and 
pray that the efforts of Sir Ed¬ 
ward Grey may yet be success¬ 
ful In persuading the nations of 
the continent to the restoration 
of peace. I confess that the 
prospects are very doubtful. It 
Is probable and almost certain 
that England will have to take 
her share In the conflict, not 
only for the protection of her 
own Interests but for the pro¬ 
tection of France and the higher 
civilisation of which these two 
nations are to-day the noblest 
expresstona. 

"The policy of the Liberal 
party under such painful clr- 
cumstan^^es Is well known. I 
have often declared that if the 
mother country were ever in 
danger Canada would render as¬ 
sistance to the full extent of hgr 
power. In view of the critical 
nature of the situation I have 
cancelled all my meetings. Pend¬ 
ing such grave questions there 
should be a truce of party 
strife." 


Paris, Aug. 4.—Before leaving the 
diTpItal last night the German ambM- 
sador, Baron von Schoen. entrusted the 
affairs of the German embassyt and 
those of Bavaria to the American km-1 
bassador, ^yron T. Herrick.

A German aeroplane last evening dropped thfee bombs on the 
French fortified town of Luneville to the southeast of Nancy, Some 
property damage was caused, but there were no casualties. w 

The Germans have also penetrated French territory at Longla- 
ville, in the department of Meurthe et Mozelle, a part of ol<l Lorraine, 
near Longwy, and later invaded Cirey Sur Vezousi in the same de¬ 
partment. 

The German entry into the Duchy of Luxemburg was headed by 
thirty-five automobiles filled with officers, this being followed by 
cavalry in force. 

Several Fresh Violations Are Reptn^ted. 

Several fresh violations of French territory by German troops 
were reported to-day. Detachments visited outlying farms at Lepuix, 
near Belfort, and requiskioaed cattle. 

German troops continued throughout the night to harry tho 
French outposts along the frontier by making numerous raids into 
French territory. The French, however, refused to be drawn beyond 
the aix-mile zone. left, unoccupied along the frontier.

Toklo, Aug. 4.—The Japanese foreign 
office to-day IsKued a statement that If 
the war extends to the Far East and 
England Is Involved In It, Japan may 
find It necessary to participate In the 
fulfillment of the Anglo-Japanese al¬ 
liance. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—The armored 
cruiser Tennessee wMll sail from New 
York at 8 p. m. to-mdrrow with be¬ 
tween five and eight millions In gold 
for Americans in Europe. The sources 
from which the gold will be taken had 
not been fully determined to-day. but 
will be arranged at further conferences 
between officials and New York bank¬ 
ers. A navy paymaster will go In 
charge of the treasure. 

Congress Is to be asked Immediately 
to appropriate 12,000,000 to relieve 
Americans In Europe. The armored 
cruisers Tennessee and North Carolina 
will be used for sending gold to Eur¬ 
ope In accordance with the plan an¬ 
nounced to-day at the White House. 

'The nations Involved In the war will 
be informed of the purpose for which 
the gold Is being sent to Europe In 
order that no complications will fol¬ 
low. The state department to-day 
cabled diplomatic and consular officers 
abroad to assemble all Araertcans in' 
the countries Involved and have them 
ready to. embark for home.

Austrians Defeated at Semendria. 

Paris, Aug. 4.—A dispatch from Nish, Servia, to the Matin says 
the Austrian troops were defeated with heavy losses in a battle 
against the Servians on Sunday, near Semendria. 

The regiments of Austrian infantry compriring nearly ten thou¬ 
sand men, supported by heavy artillery advanoed against tho Servians 
but were repulsed, leaving many of their number dead — wounded 
on the field. A large force of Austrian troOpa aided by a flotilla afe 
twenty monitors had been trying for the last six days te otom th— 
river Save into Servian territory, but has not sueeeeded in Isadlny.

“the chihiney was not on fire, had never 
been on fire and could not ever be on 
fire.” He was, however, unable to say 
that ho had ever had the chimney 
swept by a chlmney-sw'eeper, or that 
anyone else had ever had It so swept or 
that it had ever been so swept. 

The defence called O. A. Fraser, a 
qualified chemist, to prove the chemi¬ 
cal effects of burning an Imp on chim¬ 
ney soot and the crowd of listeners 
were considerably enlightened In the 
technology and mysterj' of chemical In¬ 
teractions. City Prosecutor Harrison 
had little difficulty in showing that 
this had little bearing on the case In 
point, and the magistrate made a tech¬ 
nical ruling at the end which settled 
the case until It is appealed.

j- Mr. MAcMlllan, chief foreater of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia,- rcporta this morning 
that the condition of -the forest Area in 
the province is perhaps unprecedented 
In the history of this part of the coun¬ 
try, and at any rate has not had a 
parallel aince 1908 when the big hre 
took place at Fernle. Fortunately in 
moat Instances It Is timber alone which 
is endangered, although at Jaffray, in 
the Bull river valley, the danger la 
serious, and five hundred men who 
have been fighting the flames have 
been driven up the mountain sides and 
forced to retreat before a fire which 
seems to be absolutely past control. 

The immunity of the country from 
fires for the last few years, owing to 
wet summers and other suitable con¬ 
ditions. and the steady work which 
has been carried on in lumbering, rail¬ 
roading. etc., have in themselves com¬ 
bined to make the l>e8t of conditions 
for the present outbreaks. With clear¬ 
ing going on chips, logs, and other 
rubbish have accumulated under the 
slash which has been growing freely 
for many years owing to the al)sence 
of fires, and an unfortunately large 
supply of firew’ood has been furnished 
for the fires to smoulder In for days at 
a time. _ 

Next to the fire at Bull Run prob¬ 
ably the Cranbrook district is experi¬ 
encing the most destructive fire. Yes¬ 
terday. with the thermometer, the 
flumes mounted up once more and as¬ 
sumed dangerous proportions, Bl>out 
one hundred men being sent out to re¬ 
press this. The Northern Coke and 
Coal Company is fighting a fire at 
Co-bin with about the same number of 
men. and there have been tw’o or three 
freaii outbreaks at Perry creek, where 
a “fire bug” is suspected to be work¬ 
ing. In the Cranbrook district alone 
there are about two thousand men out 
now'. and, w'tth the corps out in the 
Okanagan (w’here many small fires are 
rop<»rted). the Hnrtfleld camp (near 
Vancouver), SaJt Spring and Cowlchan 
lake (under contiol). It is estimated 
that about five thousand men in ail 
are now- In the field. 

In connection with the devastating 
effects of this summer's forest fires the 
following. Issued by the forestry de¬ 
partment. Is of Intere^st: 

The motto of the International Irri¬ 
gation remgreSR. which meets In west¬ 
ern Canada this year, “Save the for¬ 
ests, store the floods,” Is readily ap¬ 
preciated In British Columbia. 

In the valleys <>f the Kootenay river. 
Okanagan lake, Thompson and Fraser 
rivers lliere are about 100,000 acres of 
land which are greatly improved in 
pri»durtlve capacity by irrigation. The 
streams from which water must be 
secured, without exception head In 
tiinbeied hills. 

The limber in the headwaters of 
thoje streams is not at present va*l- 
uable for agricultural purposes. Its 
value to the public, however. Is shown 
by Us Influence on stream flowing. 

A stream to be valuable for Irriga¬ 
tion must supply water regularly dur¬ 
ing the dry hot summer season. Water- 
shed.H barren of forests act like roofs. 
They pour the waters from spring rains 
and melting snow's down over their 
bare rock slopes in torrents In the 
early season when water Is not needed 
for Irrigation. When midsummer cornea 
and water Is needed for man and fruit 
crops, these streams are dry. Forester 
watersheds, on the other hand, do not 
give up their waters so prodigally. The 
timl*er protects the snow and holds Its 
melting later *ln the summer. .The 
waters frcun rain and melting snow are 
caught by the vegetation beneath the 
trees, soak Into the spongy soil cov¬ 
ering of moss, mulch and decayed veg¬ 
etation, are led by myriad little chan¬ 
nels Into the open soil and seep gradu¬ 
ally down, appearing below In springs 
which feed the streams snmmer long. 

Certain forests In the province, par- 
ttcuhiily in the mountains around 
Okanagan lake, are given special care 
In fire protection I>ecau8e of the Im- 
mon.He value of the water yielded hy 
their forested slopes. A high level trail 
has l»een built around Okanagan lake 
to facilitate patrol by forest guards. 

This trail commands a view of the 
whole Okanagan valley; laterals in
